COVINA GRAMMAR SCHOOLS FIRST 
AWARDED JUNIOR RED CROSS CHARTER 


Energy and organization combined, 
won for the Reed grammar school of 
Covina the first charter issued by the 
Junior Red Cross to schools in Los An­ 
geles county, and tho splendid showing 
of this school was recognized by the 
presence 
of 
County 
Superintendent 
Keppel on Wednesday morning, who de­ 
livered a serious and patriotic address. 


The 
presentation 
of an 
auxilinry 
charter and charters for each of tho 
twelve rooms of the Reed and Phillips 
buildings, meaans that the scholars are 
all enrolled as members of the Junior 
Red Cross at twenty-five cents the mem­ 
ber, ai?d that they have pledged them­ 
selves for steady work in the collection 
of all kinds of salvage, the planting of 
vacant lots, and in general assistance 
in every way to do their very best for 
the successful carrying on of the war. 


The scholars, numbering 437 in nil, 
were assembled at 9:30 o'clock in the 
assembly liall of tho Reed building. 
Dr. B. S. Gowen, supervising principal 
of tho Covina schools, W. W. Nash, 
member of the school board, and W. H. 
Collins, president of the Covina Red 
Cross, occupied places on the platform. 
Prominently displayed were the two big 
Red Cross banners which are noift tho 
property 
of the Reed and Phillips 
schools. An important part of the ex­ 
ercises had to do with these banners, 
which will have extra crosses added to 
them in small sizes as the scholars ac­ 
complish certain tasks in connection 
with salvage and garden planting.

Because of the recent political trou­ 
bles in Finland, upon which he had lec- 
i tured just a week ago, Prof. Jerque H. 
Raymond prefaced his Monday evening 
lecture with a brief but. enlightening 
talk upon conditions in that country. 
The uprising of the " R e d s , " or " R e d 
Guards," he explained as a protest by 
the common people against the greed 
and control of the wealthy class, the

riching themselves at the expense of 
the lower classes. As a parallel case, he 
cited the fact that the large packing 
houses of America are making enormous 
profits just now because the war has 
created a demand for their products, out 
of a cause for which thousands of men 
are giving their lives.

country

made 
ngainst this condition, in the form of 
taxation on surplus 
profits, 
there is 
bound to come H time when the people 
will demand that there be no surplus 
profits or great incomes derived 
from 
the sale of products which supply tho 
vital needs of the people at a time like 
the present. 


Little 
Bohemia, 
numbering 
barely 
nine millions, surrounded by alien en­ 
emies, divided into two factions and 
under two yokes, and under alien rule 
for four centuries, proved a most inter­ 
esting subject, since this tiny nation, 
under the greatest difficulties, has ren­ 
dered great and unusual services to civ­ 
ilization in founding the pioneer univer­ 
sity in central Europe, which for six 
centuries has been a beacon light of 
learning and the model of the German 
universities; in producing the Hussite 
movement which was so strongly and 
vitally 
political as well as religious; 
and for the splendid work of Comenius, 
who was one of the founders of modern 
methods of education. 


Bohemians and Moravians are really 
one people, the Czecks, and belong to 
the Slav race. 
The country is an ex­ 
cellent example of what German 
rule 
over a weaker nation has been and will 
be—of whut Germany has planned and 
is trying to secure power to do to the 
world. 
Five wealthy German families 
own one-eighth of all the arable land of 
Bohemia, 
having 
obtained 
their 
land 
grants as a result of German invasion 
and force of arms, and live on the la­ 
bors of the poor Bohemian 
peasants. 
Because of these 
unfortunate 
condi­ 
tions the peasants are being forced iato 
the towns to earn a. precarious living at 
pitifully small wages. 


The German population is less than 


•i't 
per cent, but they relentlessly rule 


the helpless > majority. 
The leaders in 
any Bohemian national movement have 
for years been consistently driven out 
of the country, and many 
thousands 
have emigrated to America, -where they 
have fully demonstrated their possibil­ 
ities as loyal and intelligent citizens. 


The whole history of Bohemia has 
been a constant 
protest 
against 
that 
doctrine for which Germany has always 
stood, and which she is now striving to 
put into practice now—the control of 
the weaker nation by the stronger, by 
brute force. 
Bohemia has claimed and 
fought for her right to live in peace in 
her own fertile valleys and govern her 
own internal affairs. A strong love for 
their native land, and a sense of native 
land, and a sense of native pride and 
independence is one of the strongest 
characteristics of this simple, quiet, in 
telligent people. In some way, the pres­ 
ent war is a result of her constant pro­ 
test against this control and domina* 
tion of Germany—a cry for the right of 
every nation, however small, to its own 
national existence.

UNIQUE 
ORGANIZATION. 


Brought 
into 
world-wide 
promin­ 
ence in the past few months by its 
orgnnized war relief work, the power, 
value and efficiency of the W. C. T. U. 
nre receiving todny a new appreciation 
not only with tho government, which 
rates as third among the great helpful 
organizations of women, but with the 
rank and file of the people, who realize 
the breadth and Bcope of its beneficent 
work. 


Of all organizations the wide world 
over, it is the most unique in its origin, 
persistent in its purpose and purely 
philanthropic in its aims, j In more than 
fifteen 
thousand cities and towns in 
this country there are nearly five hun­ 
dred thousand women wearing the lit­ 
tle knot of white ribbon which signi­ 
fies their allegiance to the high princi­ 
ples of the organization. 
In its declar­ 
ation of principles, the W. C. T. U. 
stands squarely for the gospel of the 
Golden Rule, for a living 
wage, an 
eight-hour day, for courts of concilia­ 
tion, and arbitration, for justice as op­ 
posed to greed of gain, for ' ' peace on 
earth, and good will to men,'' for the 
equal right of all to hold opinions and 
to express the same with equal frank­ 
ness and freedom, and in one standard 
of purity for both men and women. 


This great society started from one 
chance-spoken 
word. 
I t was 
not 
planned; no one wrote about it, talked 
it up and even thought of it. A tem­ 
perance lecture was given on a few 
hours' notice in the town of Hillsboro, 
Ohio, in December, 1873, by Dr. Dio 
Lewis. One burning sentence brought 
about a world-wide 
resultant. 
."Oh 
women of Hillsboro, you could pray out 
your saloons in a week, if you would." 
Within ten minutes' time, a group of 
earnest and heart-sick mothers had ap­ 
pointed a day, an hour and a leader, 
to march at their head in their now 
famous crusade against the open sa­ 
loon. 
All other interests of life paled 
before this crusade idea and within 
two weeks a moral whirlwind 
swept 
over two hundred and fifty towns in 
western New York, and eastern Ohio, 
and saloons by the score were closed. 


Such, briefly, is the story of the be­ 
ginning of the new powerful 
organi­ 
zation, which in the early days, however 
grew slowly. 
But the great moral prin­ 
ciples involved attracted hundreds of 
brave, intrepid 
women, who planned 
the broad and constructed work of to­ 
day. 
From the first moment that Miss 
Frances E. Willard, of Chicago, took 
the leadership in i 8 7 ^ tho scope of tho 
work broadened, the methods improv­ 
ed, and a truly wonderful development 
began. 
Miss Williard was a woman of 
remarkable 
executive ability, with a 
well trained mind and a courage which 
knew not how to falter if the thing 
to be done was right. 
Refusing the 
brilliant 
prospects of a professorship 
at Wellesley College, Miss Willard threw 
all her energy and force into the en­ 
largement and strengthening of the 
new organization which promises such 
possibilities for power and 
influence. 
For eighten years, until her death in 
1898, she continued to guide most wise­ 
ly the interests of the W. C. T. U., 
greatly enlarging its sphere of activity 
and developing, one by one, tho forty- 
two sepurato and distinct departments 
of work, which today offer 
congenial 
and individual fields of effort for wo­ 
men of varying tendencies and abili­ 
ties. 


Mrs. L. M. Stevens, who succeeded 
Miss Willard, sustained her high stand­ 
ards and kept pace with the advance 
and demand of the times, foreseeing the 
need and promise of national prohibi­ 
tion through her prophetic 
proclama­ 
tion. At her death, Miss Anna A. Gor­ 
don, who had been in the closest inti­ 
macy with the two great heads, was 
made national president, and valiant 
has beon her work and radiant is Jier 
faith in the close-coming victory. 


Broadly spenkiug, the scope of the 
W. C. T. U. is to protect and educate 
tho young, form a higher sentiment as 
to temperance and purity, rescue the 
tempted, improve 
general 
conditions, 
und eventually securo the abolition of 
tho liquor traffic. 
Many are tho beuo- 
ficient laws plueed upon national, state 
and municipul statue books through the 
efforts of the white-ribboners. Because 
of their work every child of the twenty- 
five million in our public schools is 
taught 
dourly 
and scientitlcally the 
evils of alcohol and tobacco, and in 
muuy ways our soldiers 
und 
sailors 
have 
been 
protected ami benefited 
through 
this 
organized 
mother-love. 
Probably not one of tho twenty-six pro­ 
hibition states could have curried the 
veto successfully had it not been for 
the plans, prayers, and tho work of the 
\V. C, T. U. 


Tho ouce iusigaitlcnnt 
organization 
has had much broader influence 
than 
most people, who do not know it inti 
mutely, dream. 
Many of the loading 
club women were trained in executive 
detail uud parliamentary usuge in the 
W. C, T. I 
1., and many of "tho leading 
reforms of today, now successful and 
popular, were llrst fostered lu this cour­ 
ageous organization which has blazed 
tho way for muny things. But through 
all tho phases and forme of civilizing, 
philanthropic und Christianizing work, 
tho thought uud aim of temporauco runs 
like a golden thread, never long out of

Miss Walsh, Formerly of Covina, Writes 
the Argus of Orange Shipment, and 
Lieutenant H. T. Douglas, Arriving 
On the Other Side, Finds Them on 
Display In Covent Gardens. 


Miss A. Walsh, who for a number of 
years was in charge of the packing for 
the Covina Heights Growers, Inc., and 
who is one of the best-known women in 
the citrus packing industry, ha^ been 
connected this past winter with the Ex­ 
eter Orange Growers' Association in the 
middle part of tho state, a member of 
the California Fruit Growers Exchunge. 
She has been handling the books and 
accounts of this association. 


Miss Walsh writes that one of the 
recent sales through the Exchange of 
313 boxes of Exeter brand, Sunkist na­ 
vels, brought 
$3030.05, nnd that 80 
boxes of " Y o k o h l " brand, Red Bnll 
navels, brought $803.45. The transcon­ 
tinental freight 
charge was $337.73; 
war risk insurance, $158.40; mnrine in­ 
surance, $9.90; insurance brokers' fee, 
$9:90; 
cartage to steamship, 
$23.70; 
ocean freight, $773.59; selling charge at 
10 cents, $39.00; total, $1352.88. The 
check received by the Exeter exchange 
was $2480.62. This splendid return on 
oranges going to "somewhere in Eu­ 
r o p e " is indicative of the eagerness 
with which the European market ac­ 
cepts California oranges, probably for 
the hospitals. 


As a matter of strange coincidence, a

from 
Lieutenant

Douglas, just about the time that the 
Exeter shipment arrived in Europe, nnd 
he speaks of these oranges in a letter, 
which is as follows:

I am not going to be able to recount 
many of my experiences since leaving 
the U. S. A., many of which would, I 
know, make interesting reading. 


We had a good trip over on the boat 
and had very decent weather most of 
the way. I t took us a long time to 
come. No doubt you have learned al­ 
ready 
that my ship 
landed 
safely. 
Christmas eve was a stormy night at 
sea. I was officer of the day on that 
occasion, and had a rather difficult time 
visiting my sentries during the night 
watches. 


We arc awaiting further 
transporta­ 
tion and are-located at a very historic 
spot in England. London is very inter­ 
esting. Tho Canadian officers aro really 
more American than wc are ourselves. 
They aro very fine, and have been going 
great in all the big shows. The people 
here are all glad to seo us and expect n 
lot from us. Have met a lot of very fine 
people. After I get to France I am go­ 
ing to write you a long letter and tell 
you about my impressions and exper­ 
iences. 


I was glad to see Exeter oranges in 
the London markets at Covent Gardens. 
Like most everything else, they sell for 
a lot of money, retailing for about 9 d. 
each (18 cents). 


I am going to church this morning, 
and wish I could tell you whore. Eng­ 
lish tradition is of great interest, and 
that, 
coupled with her conservatism, 
makes her the great country she is. 


I am going to be glad to hear from 
you. Hope some mail will await me in 
France. Love to you all.

every safeguard should be placed about 
our soldiers in the field in relation to 
the use of liquors, the Argus firmly be­ 
lieves, but there are some 
so-called 
agencies for morals that the merely 
carrying on a campaign of heckling, 
a*nd, as usual, have failed to get their 
facts on straight. Along with the horri;! 
tale of drunkenness of troops in France, 
this organizations rolls on its tongne 
the story of venereal diseases. 


There is a kind of mind quite often 
encountered in the so-called 
cult of 
moral purists 
that 
strangely 
enough 
seems to take pleasure in exaggerating 
conditions of social 
filth. 
When the 
least is known of actual 
conditions, 
there is made the most assertive state­ 
ment, and the more cloistered the per­ 
son from contact with the facts, the' 
louder he is in his detailed 
descrip­ 
tions. 


It would be a most criminal blunder 
on the part of the war department and 
army commanders to allow the soldiers 
to rain their physical condition by the 
use of strong liquors. A drunken sol­ 
dier is not only useless, but a burden 
and a problem. The war department 
does not need to be told this by purity 
leagues.,. . What would come with far 
better; graee^ from these heckling, organi­ 
sations yrould be a glad note of grati­ 
fication' because' the American' expedi­ 
tionary troops are so wonderfully clean 
in habits, and so little prone to the 
pastime of going out and getting 
"tanked u p . " 
This attitude 
would 
rairtor the correct conditions, while the 
other attitude is grossly untrue. 
Fur­ 
thermore, it is a direct insult to the 
troops in the field. 


Among four or five hundred thousand 
men, recruited from the best families 
of America and from the slums of the 
gre^t cities, there will be hundreds of 
thepi who will conduct themselves with 
even greater moral particularity than 
when,at .home, and others wlio will take 
the opportunity to sink to an even low­ 
er ievei'ttian was their level in civil 
life. 
This-fis^ inevitable. 
There is no 
difference between the moral tendencies 
of military life and that of civil life, 
except this: that the soldier has less 
chance of ruining himself than has the 
civilian, and when Uncle Sara has made 
a civilian into a soldier, more than nine­ 
ty per cent of the new soldier's chances 
of misbehaving himself have been auto­ 
matically removed. 


We suggest that these purity league 
muck-rakers be reprimanded by the 
government, and we believe they will be 
if they persist in this poisonous cam­ 
paign 
against the character of the 
American soldier in the service. 
Such 
a propaganda should not 'be allowed at 
this time if it were true, and it is gross­ 
ly untrue. The war department has just 
recently issued the following statement 
to Secretary of War Baker from Gen­ 
eral Pershing: 


"Therdhas never been a similar body 
of men to lead as clean lives as our 
American soldiers in Franee. They have 
entered this war with the highest devo­ 
tion to duty and with no other idea 
than to perform these duties in most 
efficient manner possible. 
They 
fully 
realize their obligation to their own 


A rigid program of instruction is car­ 
ried out daily with traditional Ameri­ 
can enthusiasm. 
Engaged in healthy, 
interesting exercises in the open air, 
with simple diets, officers and men, like 
trained 
athletes, arc ready for their 
tasks. 
Forbidden the use of strong 
drink and protected by stringent regu­ 
lations against sexual evils, and sup­ 
ported by their own moral 
courage, 
their good behavior is the subject of 
most favorable comments, especially by 
our allies. 
American mothers may rest 
assured that their sons are a credit to 
them and to the nation, and they may 
well look forward to the proud day when 
on the battle field these splendid men 
will shed a new luster on American 
manhood."

PUENTE MAN KILLED, SON INJURED | 
IN A TRAIN AND TRUCK COLLISION 


One of the largest funerals that has 
ever been held in the valley for years 
was that accorded to Riley AV. Gillen­ 
water at Pomona Tuesday morning, at. 
10 o'clock, a large number of friends 
from Puente, Covina, Azusa, 
Whittier 
and Pomona being in attendance. 
Mr. 
Gillenwater's tragic death last 
Friday 
afternoon a t Puente. when his automo­ 
bile truck was struck by a 
Southern 
'Pacific train, shocked the residents of 
the valley, who had held him in the 
highest esteem. 


The services were held at the under­ 
t a k i n g rooms of Todd & Patterson in 
Pomona. 
A 
large number of people 
from 
Puente 
were 
present, 
who had 
known Mr. Gillenwater during t h e ten 
years he had served as rural mail car­ 
rier from the Puente postoffice, and the 
floral'tributes 
were many and beautiful. 


Besides a wife and three 
children, 
Mr. Gillenwater leaves a father, T. M. 
Gillenwater, in Azusa, and a sister, Mrs. 
H . E . Bonner, of Covina. 
There are 
other relatives in t h e various towns of 
t h e valley. Howard, the little boy who 
was injured at the time his father was 
killed, is recovering rapidly. 


The P u e n t e J o u r n a l of last S a t u r d a y 
h a d the following account of the acci­ 
d e n t :

son Howard seriously injured yesterday 
afternoon, when the first section of the 
California 
a n d

train struck the truck as it was cross­ 
ing a t the P u e n t e Southern Pacific sta­ 
tion. 


leaving nothing b u t a hub. This wheel 
was found 
fifty 
feet from,the body of 
the 
truck. 
The 
radiator 
hood 
flew 
through the air and struck just above 
the station 
windows. 
Down the track 
two hundred feet the big oil tank, which 
had been on t h e truck, w a s carried, and 
on its w a y ripped out heavy 
t i m b e r s 
and planking of t h e freight 
platform. 
The 
giant 
Mnck truck lay with its 
smashed wheels turned to the sky, a 
total wreck. 


The pilot of the engine was ripped 
loose by the impact, and became a mur­ 
derous 
swinging 
weapon 
t h a t 
struck 
and gouged into the ground until the 
train came to a halt near the boulevard 
crossing. The engine was otherwise un­ 
injured. 


Mr. Gillenwater and his little son 
were picked up by friends that rushed 
immediately to the scene, and accom­ 
panied by Dr. W. W. Schultz, were rush­ 
ed to the Pomona hospital. I t is thought, 
however, t h a t Mr. Gillenwater was dead 
before he left P u e n t e . I t is probable h e 
never knew what struck him. The little 
boy, who is not yet six years old, must 
have been thrown entirely clear of the 
wreckage, as ho suffered 
only a

scalp wound. A t the hospital 
last 
night 
the surgeons said t h a t he 
will recover. 


The most fortunate man in the acci- 
dent was Station Agent Cross. He rush­ 
ed out to w a r n Gillenwater of t h e ap­ 
proaching train, b u t s a w he was too 
late, and when the crash came he ran 
to t h e back end of t h e station.

then stopped all traffic on the road east 
and west, holding u p t h e local a n d the 
other 
sections of t h e eastern 
trains. 
H a d he succeeded in getting nearer to

atrnck t h e truck with such force 
t h a t 
the machine was flung against the side 
•of the P u e n t e station, coming to a stop 
within six feet of where Station A g e n t 
William M . Cross h a d been working a t 
hia telegraph key. Pieces o fthe truck 
gouged holes in the side of the station. 
The truck itself, which was one of the 
biggest types of the Mack, came to rest 
on the little station baggage truck, de­ 
molishing it. Three of t h e huge wheels 
of the M a c k were wrenched off, a n d one 
of them had every spoke ripped out, 


been killed. As it w a s his escape w a s 
only a matter of getting out of t h e w a y 
by a few feet.

PROBLEM OF DELINQUENT CHILDREN 
DISCUSSED BY COUNTY OFFICIAL 


" G e n t l y to hear—kindly to j u d g e " , 
the old motto that hung 
for 
years 
above the head of Judge Curtis Wilbur 
in his court-room, and which was 
the 
one presented to him by the clubwomen 
of Los Angeles, is boing literally car­ 
ried out in the detention work 
among 
children, 
according 
to 
tho 
message 
brought 
to Covina 
this week 
by 
Dr. 
Miriam Van Waters, the woman super­ 
intendent of Los Angeles county juven­ 
i l e hall. 


Miss Waters is a woman of diminu­ 
t i v e figure, and she is undemonstrative, 
but she held the hearers at the Monday 
Afternoon club meeting with her gra­ 
phic story—not a sob story, but a cheer­ 
ful story of what is being accomplished 
with the 
delinquents, 
dependents 
and 
defectives among children under 
thir­ 
teen years old coming under her care 
and the care of the courts. 


The detention home, or, as it is of- 
iicially 
known, 
the juvonile hall, 
has 
boen a growing institution 
since 
the 
days some fifteen years ago when Judge 
Wilbur's salary for this work was paid 
for b y the earnest clubwomen of 
the 
county. 
It is now one of the very im­ 
portant 
and well established 
units 
in 
the conduct of 
the 
couuty 
business. 
-Aboot one hundred children are being 
constantly 
cared for, and when 
their 
cases are to be examined 
into, 
the 
children are ushered into a room that is 
always 
beautified by 
flowers, 
and 
by 
such home-like things as lace curtains 
and bright furnishings. 
It is not 
the 
gloomy court room of the olden days, 
aad not a man is allowed in the room, 
except that he may be a witness, or the 
father of the child under examination. 
N e v e r is it allowed that the child is 
.spoken of as being on trial, or that 
the child' has committed a crime. 
It 
is merely a question of a child's mis- 
lake, or dependency 
or 
defectiveness. 


The examinations nro presided over by 
a woman, who is Roferee Orpha 
Jean 
Shontz, 
appointed 
by 
Judge 
Reeves, 
who is at present judge of the juvenile- 
court. 
The 
3,000 cases 
that 
she 
has 
handled 
have 
all been 
upheld—not 
a 
single reverse has been recorded. 


The subject "of Dr. Waters' address 
dealt 
with 
" T h e 
Juvenile 
Detention 
Home and the Community", in which 
in the courso of her talk she endeavor­ 
ed to show how much the people owe to 
this work as well as do the children owe 
to the system arranged for their bene­ 
fit. 
Perhaps for the first 
time 
the 
women of 
Covina 
were 
given 
some 
real light upon what is being done for 
children 
who |are 
temporarily 
unfor­ 
tunate. 


As Mrs. Mary Coman of Covina said 
of 
the address afterwards, it 
showed 
how 
marvelous 
has been 
the 
change 
in sentiment, in atmosphoro and in me­ 
thod over that of tho old 
aud 
harsh 
days 
when 
delinquent 
children 
were 
dealt with 
by storn .court officials 
in 
tho presence of tho usual 
crowd 
of 
hangers-on 
in the court room. 
Child­ 
ren are responsive to the new atmos­ 
phere, 
and 
tell 
their 
stories 
more 
readily 
to the kindly 
woman 
who 
seems t o them to be nothing more than 
a good woman in charge of a pleasant 
home.

firing a pistol as he ran.

was over a girl. 


The murderer enticed Alcantar up in­ 
to the hills immediately adjacent to the 
town of Puente, where a quarrel ensued. 
Like thousands of other 
tragedies 
a 
bottle of whiskey figured 
prominently. 
The first that the Puente citizens knew 
of the quarrel was the appearance of 
Alcnjntur 
running 
through 
the 
main 
street, pursued 
by 
Guerra. 
The 
man 
was 
killed 
in the 
street 
by 
revolver 
shots 
from 
Guerra's 
weapon. 
The 
murderer was afterwards 
arrested 
by 
Deputy Constable Brown. 


Mexicans 
in 
Puente 
all 
say 
that 
Guerra is a desperado who came recent­ 
ly from Mexico. 
He is not an Ameri­ 
can Mexican, but a renegade from the 
revolutions in Mexico. 
The 
American 
Mexican population feels thnt they are 
well rid of a dangerous gunman.
